Sportswriters On Scholarship 
Committee 

Spencer J. Drayton, Executive Secretary of 
TRA, recently named three sportswriters who 
will act on the I960 TRA-Grantland Rice 
Scholarship Selection Committee. They are: 
John Chandler, Associated Press; Charles Hat¬ 
ton, columnist for the New York Morning 
Telegraph and Daily Racing Form and Shirley 
Povich, columnist for the Washington Post. 

The committee, which also includes TRA 
President John G. Celia, Treasurer John A. 
Morris and James D. Stewart, a Director and 
past-President, will meet at Vanderbilt Univer¬ 
sity, Nashville, Tennessee, on Tuesday, May 10, 
to select the I960 recipient of the TRA’s four- 
year, all-expense scholarship. 

Four young men are already attending Van¬ 
derbilt on the scholarship which was created to 
honor the memory of Grantland Rice and to 
discover, educate and train young men who 
want to become sportswriters. They are: 
Charles "Chuck” Nord of Wappingers Falls, 
N. Y., now in his senior year and editor-in- 
chief of The Hustler, Vanderbilt student news¬ 
paper; Tom Templin of Lexington, Kentucky, 
a junior and staff member of The Hustler; 
Larry Daughtrey of Abilene, Texas, sophomore 
and also a reporter on The Hustler and fresh¬ 
man, Roy Blount, Jr., of Decatur, Georgia. 

The scholarship provides $1,800 annually for 
four years to cover expenses at Vanderbilt 
which was Grantland Rices alma mater. It also 
provides $500 each year for summer employ¬ 
ment. Deadline for applications for the scholar¬ 
ship, Drayton pointed out, is December 15, each 
year and, he said: "preliminary applications 
should be made directly to James L. Buford, 
Director of Admissions at the Vanderbilt Uni¬ 
versity College of Arts and Science. 

"Each year there are from 80 to 90 appli¬ 
cants for the scholarship,” Drayton said. "From 
that number Dean Buford screens the top ten. 
A complete file on each applicant, with his high 
school scholastic record and a sample of his 
writing, is furnished each member of the se¬ 
lection committee for study. The committee 
then votes a secret ballot. Remarkably enough, 
each year so far, the final choice has been 
unanimous.”

AND HOW HE DID!: Upon the disquali¬ 
fication of Mrs. Edith L. Price’s Yes You Will 
in the Bowie Handicap, consideration was given 
to hanging a black crape on the door of the 
Knotty Pine Restaurant in Timonium by certain 
of the prankster element which frequents the 
Prices’ York Road establishment. 

There being no dart board for between- 
rounds entertainment at the Knotty Pine, the 
funsters among the clientele amuse themselves 
by tossing pointed barbs at the proprietor. Many 
of Louis Franklin (Bake) Price’s customers are 
horsemen, and they like to rib him about Yes 
You Will. 

The object of this hazing is to get Bake’s goat, 
and the players know that they have scored big 
when their host waves a white towel from be¬ 
hind the sanctuary of the mahogany and an¬ 
nounces, "Yes You Will is my wife’s horse. If 
you want to know why, ask her .” 

Long before residents of Timonium had 
heard of the Land of Sky Blue Waters, word 
got around that the price of a Gunther or Na¬ 
tional Boh entitled the buyer to inform the 
proprietor how to manage Yes You Will. He 
was given free advice on when and how to run 
the colt and who should ride him. 

The signal for the game to begin comes when 
a stool jockey announces, ”Wow, that was a 
lousy ride that boy gave your horse, Bake.” Then 
the wolves move in and immediately Bake finds 
himself on the defensive. 

Yes You Will is an honest horse, finishing 
first more often than not, but the colt’s punc¬ 
tuality does not deter the Upper York Road 
Needlework Society from convening. 

There must have been times when Bake Price 
considered selling the horse to gain deliver¬ 
ance from this abuse. But all the taunts were 
forgotten when Mr. and Mrs. Price hurried to 
the winner’s circle following the running of the 
$115,400 John B. Campbell, Maryland’s richest 
handicap, March 26. It was a moment for the 
Prices, Timonium and all Maryland to cherish. 

It was that time of enchantment when the 
pumpkin was transformed into a shimmering 
coach. 

To all outward appearances, Trainer E. Rogers 
(Roddy) Myers has built up an immunization 
to needling. Aside from an expression which 
might cause an interloper to presuppose that 
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the trainer’s shoes were too tight, Myers tossed 
off all the advice that came his way and con¬ 
tinued to condition Yes You Will in a care¬ 
fully conceived plan. When, under prodding, 
he admitted to Racing Writer Snowden Carter 
of having a "secret formula,” he was placing a 
weapon in the hands of the wiseacres. While 
they laughed heartily, Myers went on his way, 
but not before stating in very deliberate tones, 
"Yes You Will is the best sprinter in America, 
bar none.” 

Well, the Campbell has come and gone and 
they aren’t laughing at any more. They are laugh¬ 
ing with. And now Bake Price, like George 
Liberace, can laugh all the way (next door) to 
the bank. 

Yes You Will made his I960 debut in the 
Abraham Lincoln at six furlongs on February 
12, opening day. Under Jockey Larry Adams, 
the four-year-old posted a two-length victory 
over Charlie Boy and Tinkalero. Eight days later 
he came back in the Burch Handicap to register 
handily over Tinkalero and Charlie Boy. 

His objective was the Campbell and his sched¬ 
ule took him next to the Southern Maryland 
Handicap on February 27. A prohibitive choice 
for the seven-furlong feature, he lost the lead 
in the stretch when Jockey Howard Grant 
(Adams had suffered a shoulder blade separa¬ 
tion) had to concentrate on keeping the colt 
from bearing in. Mystic II outfinished him by 
three-quarters of a length as Nahodah accounted 
for third money. 

On March 12 came the Bowie Handicap 
and the crape hangers. On a good track, Yes 
You Will stepped the mile and a sixteenth 
in 1:46 1/5, gaining the lead in the stretch 
to neck Charlesgate at the wire. After unsad¬ 
dling, Jockeys Henry Block (Charlesgate), Ray 
York (Open View) and Arthur Chambers 
(Mystic II) claimed foul, charging that Yes 
You Will had bore in and crowded their mounts 
in the drive. Following a review of the films, 
Yes You Will was disqualified and placed fourth. 

The official placings made Alfredo Stable’s 
Calumet castoff, Charlesgate, the winner; 
Elkcam Stable’s Open View, second; C. Mahlon 
Kline’s Mystic II, third; and Yes You Will, 
fourth. 

Myers disputed the ruling of the stewards, 
who admitted it was a borderline case. However, 
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Francis S. cakewalked in the Governor’s Gold Cup at Bowie , winning easily by 4 1/2 lengths. 
Alfred G. Vanderbilt’s Idolater finished second in the seven-furlong race; Playgoer was third. 


Bob Horwood, Morning Tele graph-Daily Racing 
Form columnist, and others who viewed the 
films, took the stand that there were not suffi¬ 
cient grounds for disqualifying the horse. 

For the $100,000 John B. Campbell, March 
26, Yes You Will was assigned 115 pounds, 
six less than carried by the three topweighted 
starters, Llangollen Farm’s Restless Wind, Mrs. 
Tilyou Christopher’s Amerigo and Calumet 
Farm’s On-and-On. It was unquestionably the 
best balanced major handicap field of the new 
season. 

Ten started. Favoritism went to the obstrep¬ 
erous Amerigo, which disappointed the large 
paddock gathering when he failed so much as 
to "whiten his eyes.” 

Jockey Adams, to his own satisfaction re¬ 
covered from his shoulder injury (but not to 
his physician’s) had returned to the saddle a 
week early to whip himself into shape to ride 
Yes You Will. He "worked over” the colt 
before being loaded into the gate but despite 
this precaution the Price horse was out-broken 
by the majority of the field. Willie Shoemaker, 
aboard Restless Wind, "sent” his mount at the 
bell, angling over from his No. 10 position in 
a bid to gain the rail before hitting the turn. 

Adams, breaking from No. 2, was on the in¬ 
side going into the turn and had to steady to 
avoid a traffic jam. Then he gunned his mount 
on the outside and Yes You Will ran like a 
Quarter Horse at 440 yards the rest of the way. 
Getting none the best of it on the outside, he 
charged relentlessly at Restless Wind, getting 
the lead on the turn for home. He quickly opened 
daylight, and though he has the reputation for 
pulling himself up when in the clear, Adams 
was in full command. Restless Wind seemed 
to come again through the stretch but there was 
no catching the Price color-bearer this time. He 
crossed under the wire a length and a quarter 
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clear of the Llangollen colt. Amerigo, the per¬ 
ipatetic one, broke slowly, picked up horses 
along the way, but at no point threatened the 
first two. On-and-On didn’t have it when Steve 
Brooks put him under pressure. He just failed 
in his bid to save third money. 

When Yes You Will broke into the clear, a 
wild cheer swept through the crowd of 20,376. 
The celebration lasted for hours and hours. The 
Maryland-bred Vertex won the Campbell last 
year but he was a champion and all the world 
knew it. Yes You Will, for all his partisan sup¬ 
port (he was 9.20 to 1) still had to prove to 
the rest of the world that he belonged with the 
best. 

In the paddock before the Campbell, Price 
remarked that he didn’t know whether his colt 
belonged in the race. Running him was the only 
way to find out. On-and-On had beaten him a 
length and a half at Atlantic City last Sep¬ 
tember, when Yes You Will (and On-and On, as 
well) wasn’t nearly as good as he is at present. 
All Price asked for was that his colt break with 
the field. 

Yes You Will has started 26 times, won 13 
races, been second 5 times and third once, win¬ 
ning $130,793. He lost two purses through dis¬ 
qualification. As a two-year-old he raced for 
$4,000 and $5,000. In 1959 he won the over¬ 
night Jennings Handicap and was beaten a nose 
in the Ventnor Turf Handicap at Atlantic City. 
This year, he won the Abraham Lincoln and 
Burch Handicap before adding the Campbell. 

Yes You Will was bred in Westminster by 
his owner. The colt’s dam, Yes She Will, won 
eight races and $9,550. Her first foal, Yes He 
Will (Bellwether), had to be destroyed as a 
yearling. The following year, 1955, she pro¬ 
duced the winner Yes I Will to the cover of 
Colonel Mike. Then came Yes You Will. The 
mare has a Combat Boots three-year-old (Bet 
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He Will) and a Loser Weeper two-year-old 
(ESAR) now in training but unraced. She was 
barren to General Staff last year and is due to 
foal to Cochise about the middle of May. Her 
mate this year was still undetermined the night 
following the Campbell. However, Rough’n 
Tumble and *Tomy Lee were running in front. 

The victory, timed in 1:44 3/5, was the big¬ 
gest of Jockey Larry Adams’ career. Two years 
ago he had won the $50,000 Yankee Handicap 
aboard Foxcatcher Farm’s Rose Trellis. New Or¬ 
leans-born Adams says that Yes You Will doesn’t 
lug in the general sense of the phrase. He ex¬ 
plained himself by saying the colt "lays over” in 
the stretch because his outside forefoot is pigeon- 
toed, the pulling action of which turns the colt 
inward. Adams whipped from the port side for 
the last eighth of a mile. 

The memory lingers on. 

SHIP AHOY: This year if a man has a wind- 
broken horse he’s got something good going for 
him, or so it seems. Clandestine, touched in the 
wind, won a pair of stakes at Santa Anita. My 
Old Flame, owned by Bruce S. Campbell and 
unsold at the Florida Breeders’ Sale when she 
failed to meet her reserve after announcement 
had been made that she was not sound in the 
wind, since has won stakes at Hialeah and Sun¬ 
shine Park. And now along comes Francis S., 
winner of the $30,000-added Governor’s Gold 
Cup. 

Wind affliction or no, Francis S., Tropical 
and Hialeah winner, was favored in the field 


of nine that contested for the March 19 prize. 
He reported promptly as the swallows that for 
some undetermined reason return to Capis¬ 
trano that same date. 

Owned by the Harbor View Farm of Louis 
E. Wolf son (whose company was instrumental 
in construction of the Baltimore Harbor 
Tunnel), Francis S. took the lead at the bell 
and improved his position from there. On top 
at the half by six, he was four and a half 
lengths in the van at the wire as Joe Culmone 
kept him interested all the way. In running the 
seven furlongs in 1:23 3/5 over a good track 
he looked anything but a wind-touched horse. 

Alfred G. Vanderbilt’s * Mahmoud—Irisen 
gray, Idolater, was much the best of the others, 
maintaining a 5 Vi -length advantage over 
W. H. Bishop’s Playgoer. 

An orphaned son of the War Admiral mare, 
Blue Eyed Momo, Francis S. is by * Royal 
Charger, sire of Royal Native. Bred by Leslie 
Combs and John W. Hanes, he was purchased 
by his present owner at the 1958 Keeneland 
Summer Sales for $21,000. The Governor’s 
Gold Cup was the colt’s fourth win in 11 
starts. He has been second three times and 
third twice, earning $38,410. 

Burley Parke, who trained *Noor and who 
came out of retirement to accept his position 
with Harbor View, conditions Francis S.

Social Outcast, victorious 
in the truly memorable 1955 renewal, was 
reared here. Find, second to Promised Land in 
1958, was bred in Baltimore County. Vertex, 
bred at Sam Pistorio’s farm, won last year. And 
now, Yes You Will, pride of Timonium! 

Virginia Art Display 

Outstanding paintings of hunting and racing 
events, or of the horse in its association with 
these events, are to be assembled in an exhibi¬ 
tion of works by English, French and American 
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painters at the Virginia Museum of Fine Arts, 
in Richmond, from April 1 to May 15, I960. 

The major English animal painters—Gilpin, 
Marshall, Seymour, Stubbs, Ward and Wootton; 
French artists—Daumier, De Dreux, Degas, 
Forain, Gericault and Manet; and the best- 
known American animal painter, Troye, will be 
represented by famous paintings of the horse 
and its relation to sporting events. 

To assemble this group of paintings it was 
necessary to borrow from public and private col¬ 
lections in America and Europe, including the 
British Royal Collection and the Louvre. Some 
of the paintings acquired by the original owners 
are still in the homes of their descendants and 
have not before been publicly exhibited. Most 
of the paintings have never been previously 
exhibited in America. 

Due to the traditional and active interest 
in hunting and racing in Virginia, the project 
was undertaken by this Museum, and is sched¬ 
uled to open one week before the I960 Deep 
Run Hunt Races are held in Richmond. Con¬ 
taining approximately 60 paintings, the size of 
the exhibition has been determined by the ca¬ 
pacity of the Virginia Museum’s Special Ex¬ 
hibition Gallery. A distinguished group of pa¬ 
trons headed by Dwight D. Eisenhower, Presi- 
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dent of the United States, and Her Majesty 
Queen Elizabeth II, and a British and American 
Committee under the chairmanship of Mr. Paul 
Mellon, are sponsoring the exhibition. 

The paintings were chosen by a committee 
of selection, composed of Mr. Leslie Cheek, Jr., 
Director, Virginia Museum of Fine Arts; Mr. 
W. G. Constable, formerly Curator of Paintings, 
Museum of Fine Arts, Boston; Mr. Andrew 
Ritchie, Director, Yale University Art Gallery; 
Mr. Basil Taylor, Librarian, Royal College of 
Art, London; and Mr. John Walker, Director, 
National Gallery of Art, Washington. The cata¬ 
logue was written by Mr. Basil Taylor.

Laurel Stakes 

Six stakes will be contested for the Laurel’s 
29-day race meeting which opened on March 
30. The half dozen added-money tests will be 
worth $150,000. 

All except the opening-day Capitol Handicap 
will be distance races and will be held on Satur¬ 
days. The Capitol distance was six furlongs. 

Three important changes have been made in 
the schedule. The Wilwyn Handicap has been 
shifted from the main course to the turf and 
its distance lengthened from a mile and 70 yards 
to a mile and a sixteenth, the Chesapeake route 
has been lengthened to a mile and an eighth 
and the Maryland Derby distance has been de¬ 
creased to a mile. 

The complete schedule: 

March 30—$10,000 Capitol Handicap, three- 
year-olds and up, six furlongs 

April 2—$25,000 added Wilwyn Handicap, 
three-year-olds and up, mile and a sixteenth 
(turf). 

April 9—$50,000 added Maturity, four-year- 
olds, mile and an eighth. 

April 16—$25,000 added Chesapeake, three- 
year-olds, mile and an eighth. 

April 23—$25,000 added Laurel Handicap, 
three-year-olds and up, mile and an eighth. 

April 30—$15,000 added Maryland Derby, 
three-year-olds, Maryland foals, one mile. 

The Wilwyn was originally intended to be 
contested over the turf, but had to be shifted to 
the main course for its inaugural running last 
year because of construction work in the infield. 

The elimination of all mile and a sixteenth 
dirt races comes about because a start on the 
track’s new mile and a furlong oval would come 
practically on the lower turn. 
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C. Mahlon Kline*s Mystic II, under Jockey Arthur Chambers, winning the Southern Maryland 
Handicap at Bowie. Yes You Will finished in second place, with Howard Grant in the saddle. 
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R. Bruce Livie , chairman of the Maryland 
Racing Commission, presenting trophy to 
Trainer Morris Dixon, after C. Kline's Mystic 
II won the Southern Maryland Handicap. 

Chesapeake Nominees 

The Chesapeake Stakes, to be raced for the 
twenty-ninth time on April 16, has drawn a 
field of 34 three-year-olds, Laurel officials have 
announced. 

The Chesapeake, a mile-and-an-eighth stake 
restricted to three-year-olds, will occupy the fea¬ 
ture position on the third Saturday of the long 
spring session ending on May 3. 

Of the 34 nominated to the $25,000-added 
event, 24 are Triple Crown candidates, a factor 
which could easily result in history repeating 
itself. 

In 1937, War Admiral went on to win the 
Triple Crown after scoring in the Chesapeake 
and Citation followed the same trail in 1948. 
Whiskery in 1927 and Cavalcade in 1934 won 
both the Chesapeake and the Kentucky Derby 
but failed to make the roster of Triple Crown 
winners. 

Among those named for the stake are Alfred 
Vanderbilt’s Idolater, William Hal Bishop’s 
Playgoer, Cain Hoy Stable’s All Hands, Mrs. 
James A. Bohannon’s Moslem Chief, Mrs. Ada 
Rice’s New Commander, April Fool Farm’s April 
Skies and Elkcam Stable’s Keenation. 

A stakes winner from last year in the Chesa¬ 
peake lineup is Merganser, hero of the Dover 
Stakes. The colt is owned by Walter M. Jef¬ 
fords. 

King Ranch named three in Brunette Downs, 
Dispere and Encanto, all of which showed excel¬ 
lent form in the recent trials at Columbia, S. C. 

The largest single nominator to the Chesa¬ 
peake was Maine Chance Farm with five. They 
were Beyond Desire, Lord Lyric, Never Give 
In, Roman Torch and What’s Behind. 

Brookmeade Stable entered Plutocracy and 
Sea Master while Cain Hoy named To Fortune 
in addition to All Hands.

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Howard County

The opening of Maryland’s timber racing 
season in Howard County was loaded with over¬ 
tones of its neighboring Laurel Race Course, 
from a variety of viewpoints. 

In the first place, the winner of the Howard 
County Hunt amateur race was owned by the 
president of Laurel, John D. Schapiro, who was 
on hand to watch his Irish import, Bally Guy, 
win the plate. 

The victor won through the disqualification 
of a grand old ex-runner named Ben Cover, 
which came to this country from South Amer¬ 
ica with a stablemate named Mister Black for 
Mr. Schapiro’s own race, the Washington, D. C. 
International, at Laurel. 

On that occasion, Ben Cover’s Spanish-speak¬ 
ing entourage took home the pesos because he 
won the race just preceding the International 
and paid $90-odd (American). Converted for 
these past three years into a talented hunter 
for the attractive teen-age members of the Reid 
family of Monkton, Ben Cover made every jump 
a winning one at Howard County— but his 19- 
year-old rider, Marilyn Reid, cut the first flag 
on the 3 Vl -mile course and was disqualified. 

Thus, the trophy went to the Schapiro entry, 


which was flown here last fall after being se¬ 
lected for the Laurel owner by friends at the 
famous Ballsbridge sales in Ireland. Bally Guy 
was ridden in his first American appearance by 
John Bosley, III, a member of one of Mary¬ 
land’s most widely-known horsey families. Jackie 
has ridden and trained jumpers and flat horses 
ever since he was old enough to be boosted into 
a saddle. 

Bosley, who sailed over the first fence not far 
behind Marilyn and her front-runner, saw her 
miss the flag and shouted to her, but she con¬ 
fessed later that she didn’t see it until too late, 
and couldn’t turn back. 

Not many in the big crowd of onlookers at the 
Glenelg Country School, scene of the lovely roll¬ 
ing course, realized that Ben Cover had cut the 
flag. The cheering from Marilyn’s well-wishers 
was long and loud as her big bay opened up a 
quarter-mile lead at one point of the course. 

The field was well strung out during most of 
the running, with Bosley keeping his Irish horse 
under a steady hold until he crossed the 16th 
and last fence. Behind him at the finish was a 
member of the host hunt, Kingdon Gould, Jr., 
of Laurel, with his own Hurdy Gurdy. Official 
third place went to Mrs. Helen Baker Kelley, 
of Hagerstown, who was another owner-rider 
on Jerry Dee.

Marilyn Reid, her cheeks pink with self-anger, 
said she felt keenly about "my own stupidity” 
because her horse ran so brilliantly in his first 
effort over timber. 

“I hate to admit it, but I remember that I 
also cut a flag in the Elkridge-Harford races 
last year,” she added glumly. 

Regarded by many horse-minded folk as one 
of the best girl riders in the sport, Marilyn is 
one of a hard-riding family. Her father, Pete 
Reid, rode Third Army to win the Maryland 
Hunt Cup in 1953, and her mother has owned 
and trained runners for many years. With her 
sisters, Marilyn is a regular afield with the Elk¬ 
ridge-Harford, and Ben Cover is her special 
favorite. With a sharp eye out for flags, she 
hopes to enter him in several of the Virginia 
and Maryland point-to-points during the rest 
of the cross-country season. 

As for Bally Guy, Mr. Schapiro said he, too, 
probably would see further competition, pend¬ 
ing developments in his future training. Sired 
by Speckled Band, he had been hunted in Ire¬ 
land before coming here by plane, and this year 
was taken out some with Elkridge-Harford. 

Of the four out of ten starters that failed to 
finish the course, the most seriously injured was 
Samuel Pfferkorn, Jr., whose pre-race favorite, 
Featherstone, tired and fell at the 14th fence. 
Sam received some cuts on his nose, but had it 
taped up and was able to witness the rest of the 
card. Featherstone had won two earlier runnings 
of the race, and a third victory could have re¬ 
tired the trophy for his rider, who is an honor¬ 
ary whipper-in for Howard County. 

The co-feature was won by Charles A. Linton, 
who hunts with the Iron Bridge Hunt at Laurel, 
with his own Bishop. An open timber race over 
the same course as the amateur event, ir at¬ 
tracted eight starters. Second went to John Gris¬ 
wold on Lord Salisbury, and third was an Ara¬ 
bian horse, Kristie Millers Afmaar, one of the 
entries in the Arabs’ endurance race at Laurel 
last International Day. Afmaar, also a veteran 
foxhunter, was ridden by Fritz Burkhardt. His 
14-year-old owner is the daughter of Mrs. Garvin 
Tankersley, of Al-Marah Arabian Horse Farm, 
Bethesda. 

Alan T. Clarke, one of the Free State’s lead¬ 
ing owner-breeder-trainers, sported a big smile 
as he saddled "my first winner for the year”—a 
13-hand pony, which won the pint-sized flat 
race with no less a jockey than Clarke’s nine- 
year-old daughter, Lillibet, in the saddle. Lillibet 
was given a leg up by her mother in her first 
venture in a race, and Daddy Clarke pointed 
out afterward that wife Lillian also served as 
hot-walker when the race was over. The Reid 
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family, owners of Blackie, were in the cheering 
section. 

Second in the pony race was Steve Rorleski 
on Tony, with Susan Miller on By-Jingo third 
and John R. Devereux IV next on Dynamite. 

The junior flat race was won by Dave Huff 
on Kitty’s March, with Norman Fraley not far 
behind on Harvey’s Moon. Third was a 13-year- 
old girl rider who goes by the nickname of 
’Mike” Ryan, from Laurel, on her Traveller. 

At a recent meeting of the Howard County 
Horse Show Committee it was decided to join 
the Association of Maryland Horse Shows and 
a tentative date was set for October 1. 

Silver Dollar Show 

Something new has been added to the Cecil 
County Horse and Pony Show.

Kentucky Derby will be run at Churchill Downs, Louis¬ 
ville, Ky., Saturday, May 7. For three-year-olds at scale 
weights (126 pounds for colts and geldings, 1 21 for fillies). 
Distance—1% miles. Purse—$125,000 added. 

Preakness Stakes is to be run at Pimlico Race Course 
in Baltimore, Md., on Saturday, May 21. For three-year- 
olds at scale weights. Distance—1 3/16 miles. Purse 
$150,000 added (richest race in the world for three-year- 
olds). 

Belmont Stakes is to be run at Belmont Race Course, 
Elmont, L. I., N. Y., Saturday, June 11. For three-year-olds 
at scale weights. Distance—1 y 2 miles. Purse—$125,000 
added. 

The Derby, first run in 1875, will have its 86th running 
this year. The Preakness, inaugurated in 1873, is sched¬ 
uled for its 84th running. The Belmont, which dates back 
to 1867 at Jerome Park, is the oldest and longest of the 
Triple Crown races. This year’s running will be the 92nd. 

The Derby attracted 142 nominations; the Preakness— 
161; the Belmont—143. Ninety-one three-year-olds (in¬ 
cluding one filly) have been named to all three Triple 
Crown races. Supplementary nominations may be made 
to the Preakness ($10,000) up to May 11 and Belmont 
Stakes ($5,000) up until five days prior to the running. 
There is no provision for supplementary entry in the Ken¬ 
tucky Derby. 
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AMHS Affiliates With American 

The board of directors of the Association of 
Maryland Horse Shows, Inc., has announced its 
affiliation with the American Horse Show Asso¬ 
ciation and its intention to continue efforts to 
conform Maryland class specifications to Amer¬ 
ican. Major changes will be in the pony and 
hunter divisions. The rules committee is work¬ 
ing diligently toward having the I960 Maryland 
rule book out during the first week of April. 

Plans are well underway for a successful show 
season with 22 member shows at present and 
more expected. In preparation for the coming 
season, the measurement committee has an¬ 
nounced that ponies on the western shore will 
be measured on Sunday, April 24 from 12 to 
3 p. m. at Timonium. Eastern shore ponies will 
be measured at the shows. 

The public relations committee stressed the 
fact that horse showing in general has a history 
of inadequate publicity. To improve the situa¬ 
tion, plans were set forth which include con¬ 
tinued society coverage, more extensive maga¬ 
zine coverage, inclusion in the sports sections of 
local papers and direct communication with in¬ 
dividual show publicity committees. It is the 
desire of the committee to increase the spec¬ 
tator-gate receipts.

"C’s” how¬ 
ever, are not allowed to hunt with chaperonage, 
unless by special permission. A "D” rider is 
one who is starting to ride alone.

The 
aim of the Pony Club is to have a happy child 
on a happy mount.
